FRANCIS BACON 

The 400th anniversary of the birth of Sir Francis 
Bacon is celebrated this year. 

The person of Bacon, the politician an statesman, was 
formed in the Blizabethan era and flowered under James 
1, when, not without the political skulduggery common in 
his day he became Lord Chancellor of England, the princi- 
pal legal officer in the land, In this capacity he succes- 
fully prosecuted his and the King’s enemies until he him- 
self fell from grace, following charges of bribery. 

But it is Bacon the thinker whose memory is justly 
honoured this year. Not in Britain only, but throughout 
the Buropean continent, he was celebrated as having 
given to scientific enquiry the greatest impetus it had re- 
ceived since Aristotle. Bacon was himself a product of 
Renaissance and of the Reformation, The old scholastic- 
ism was already dead or dying; but it was left to Bacon to 
chart a new course, and this he did, principally in his ‘‘No- 
vum Organum”’. 

Bacon declared the aim of restoring man’s control 
over his natural destiny; not by a crude declaration of war 
on natural forces but by a new understanding of nature. 
He taught how to observe nature's laws and offered a sys- 
tem of logic and first principles which would lead men to 
“ask the right questions” of natural phenomena. His 
own keen and curious observations of all that went on 
about him in the natural world led him to confine know- 
ledge ‘o observed fact or reaction. This led to rules of ob-

Q: What are the typical 
symptoms of gall bladder 
trouble? - - Mr. M., California. 
A: In making any kind of 
diagnosis it is good practice 
not to rely only upon “typi- 
cal symptoms.” If all. the 
fliagnostic apples had to be 
just right we'd never fill the 
basket. 


For example, consider gall 
bladder disease. Some people 
carry a bag full of gall stones 
for 50 years without any 
|symptoms: Others may never 
have acute attacks. In other 
words, they may suffer for 
years only from mild heart- 
burn or uncomfortable full 
ness after eating.

|must be on his diagnostic toes} 
and pinpoint the trouble on 
|few symptoms and signs. 


But, as you say, there are 
typical symptoms. But I warn 
you never to try to make the} 
diagnosis on your own, What) 
may seem unquestionable to 
your untrained mind, may 
turn out to be coronary di- 
|sease or ulcer - - rather than 
gall bladder trouble. 


Here are the typical symp- 
toms and signs of chronic gall 
bladder disease; the patient 
may be of any age, though 
faulty gall bladders and stones 
are often found in women who 
have had a few children, who 
are also definitely overweight. 
They complain of gas, heart- 
burn, inability to finish a meal 
comfortably, pain under the 
rib cage which is often refer- 
red back to the shoulder 
blades.

On April 9, 1961, there

TODAY'S SESSION CANCELLED 

Today’s scheduled session of the Geneva conference 
on Laos was cancelled following new rebel cease-fire vio- 
lations in the southeast Asian country. Western delegates 
wanted time to consult each other and their home goy- 
ernments on what action to take in the face of the cease- 
fire violations. Also, the Russians have failed thus far to 
reply to the American challenge to translate into action 
Soviet Premier Khrushchev’s summit call for an “effec- 
tive” cease-fire. And the Soviets declined to schedule a 
speaker at today’s session. In Laos, Communist-backed 
infantrymen have driven Royal Laotion troops and Meo 
tribesmen from their stronghold at Padong behind rebel 
lines. The Rebel advance followed a heavy artillery 
barrage. The first direct radio contact in more than 12 
hours with a six-man American Advisory team attached to: 
the garrison said the encircled defenders have withdrawn 
to “an alternate position.”

A $10,000 fish theft is re- 
ported by the Dept. of Lands 
and Forests at Lindsay. Fish 
and Wildlife Supervisor K. K. 
Ivrizawa says the department 
has concluded that almost 
20,000 yearling speckled trout 
yalued at 50 cents apiece have 
been stolen from a preparatory 
pond.

“Somewhere in Ontario lurks 
an unscrupulous individual or 
group of individuals who have 
literally deprived local anglers 
of thousands of speckled trout 
and the countless hours of 
pleasure and relaxation that) 
may haye been expended an: 
gling for these fish. | 

“Last week when trout} 
planting operations were com: 
ing to a close the Hatchery 
Manager of the Deer Lake Fish 
Hatchery could recover only 
half of the trout yearlings plac- 
ed in the pond preparatory to 
planting. Cannibalism or pre- 
dation have been ruled out 
because there is no evidence 
to support this. The conclusion 
is that almost 20,000 speckled 
trout yearlings averaging 5”

NOT SUCH A BAD IDEA AFTER ALL? 

According to reports coming out of Toronto where 
the Sunday moyie experiment has had a trial run, it is a 
flop, Box office revenue is reported to have been lower 
last Sunday than it was the week previous when Sunday 
movies became legal. 

As might be expected, the idea created some com- 
plications which have prevented major theatres in the 
city from going ahead with screenings—labor trouble 
being a predominating factor. They are bogged down 
in a dispute with projectionists who are demanding 
overtime pay for Sunday work. 

However, apart from the labor problem, there is 
apparently no indication that the controversy Sunday 
movies stirred up was worth the effort. People seem 
to have lots of ways of spending that seventh day in 
Toronto without resorting to the movie houses for enter- 
tainment. 

To bring the matter of Sunday entertainment closer 
to home, Sunday, paseball, so ardently advocated in some 
quarters, so far hasn't produced any record-breaking 
crowds.

Maybe the majority of people are begining to find 
the idea of a day of rest isn’t such a bad one after all, 
CONCERNING COUNTY COUNCILS 

Victoria County’s Warden C. ©. Hodgson, a man who 
has long shown a keen interest in the affairs of this coun- 
ty, has been concerned about periodic discussion on the 
advisability of doing away with county councils, feels this 
is a matter which should not be lightly treated. In sup- 
port of his thoughts on this subject, the warden points to 
a document prepared by the united counties of Stormont, 
Dundas and Glengarry which sets forth several facts per- 
tinent to county councils, their origin and place in the 
democratically-governed way of life. 

The united counties document indicates that the fa- 
mous Municipal Corporations Act of 1849, better known 
as the Baldwin Act, marked the end of the heretofore “‘dis- 
tricts” and their replacement by counties. It then goes 
on to trace the recognition of townships as units of self- 
government and the subsequent formation of county 
councils which were representative of all the townships 
within the county. It quotes Conrad Gill in “Government 

~and People” in defense of the county system of govern- 
ment: “Men think of the county not only as a tract of 
land in which they happen to live, but as in institution 
which they like and which they have personal interest; 
therefore they have a personal interest in the County coun- 
cil which carries on their business. In this respect, as it is 
closer to the individual, the county council has a better 
claim to exist than the legislature of the province.” 

Concluding with this quotation from Alexis de Tocque- 
ville, the great French student of governmental institu- 
tions: “Local municipal meetings are to liberty what pri- 
mary schools are to science; they bring liberty within the 
people's reach; they teach men how to use and how to 
enjoy it”, the twin counties observe: “Thus we see that 
county councils in their establishment ante-dated Confed- 
eration in Canada by 18-years and have proven their 
worth in the management of local affairs up to the 
present.” 

From a local standpoint, most of us are aware of the 
fact that town, township and county councils are indeed 
the only remaining levels of government which are really 
in close touch with the people. They are the true “grass- 
roots governments” fo which the people may appeal with 
some assurance of being heard. It would be wrong to say 
there is not room for improvement within the municipal 
system of government but it would be correct to presume 
that faults at this level of government are a whole lot more 
readily corrected than would be shortcomings in provine- 
ial and federal administration. It is probably safe to pre- 
dict a long life for the county council system when it is 
considered that many provinces in Canada employ it with 
variations in form and that the trend seems to be towards 
improving and extending rather than curtailing. 

A BEAUTIFUL TIME OF THE YEAR 

It’s likely everyone has the urge at some time or 
another to write about the beauties of those rare days in 
June which inspired a poet many years ago. This is indeed 
4 beautiful time of the year - a time when spring is at its 
fullest and summer has not yet arrived. 

A drive along any country road is packed with pleas- 
ant surprises during these days of nature’s great re-awak- 
ening. It is only necessary for people who live in this dis- 
trict to travel a relatively short distance to see all the 
beauty which residents of other areas must seek farther 
afield. A dozen miles in almost any direction from 
Lindsay will take the driver past roadside beds of white 
trilliums (the province’s emblematic wildflower), hedge- 
rows of purple lilac trees, apple trees in blossom, and an 
occasional horse chesnut tree with its unusually exquisite 
blossom which surpasses anything the apple, plum or 
cherry trees ever produced.

* In motels and hotels they: steal soap, towels, tumb- 
lers, anything that is moveable, sometimes even the 
sheets from the bed, They scatter cigarette butts (often 
still lit), ashes papers, cartons and candy wrappers all 
over the floor. They smoke in bed and burn neat round 
holes in the sheets. They leave the hot water running. 
They break at least one fixture; mar at least one polished 
surface; smash at least one glass. In short they do all 
they can to get, in the now classical phrase, “their 
money's worth.” : 

* In restaurants they extend the scope of their 
petty larceny to include cutlery, ashtrays, salt and pep- 
per shakers, small dishes and sugar bowls (preferably 
containing sugar). They are rude to the waitress; make 
a battlefield of their booth or table; and as they leave, it 
seems as a final act of defience, they strew the cashier's 
counter with toothpicks and mints. 

* In service stations the main target of their devas- 
tations is the washroom. Apart from a number of un- 
ping hurricane that brought with it a tidal wave of tap 
water, Nor is the sparsely furnished washroom safe 
from the rampagings, holiday-time thief. Liquid soap 
fixtures, paper towels, toilet rolls find their way into 
pockets and handbags with a regularity that becomes al- 
most monotonous (and certainly expensive) for the sta- 
tion operator.

AN EERIE FLYING MACHINE 

An eerie low-flying machine that travels a few inch- 
es above the ground over land or water is being built by 
an American and a Canadian company. 

The craft—which travels on a cushion of air—can 
carry troops and cargo over terrain impassable to other 
forms of transportation. 

Known as the ground effect machine, it is being de- 
veloped jointly by Avro Aircraft Limited, of Malton, On- 
tario, and the Ingersoll Kalamazoo Division of Borg- 
Warner Corporation, of Kalamazoo, Michigan. 

The companies announced the joint venture shortly 
after the two firms completed preparation of a proposal 
to the U-S office of Naval Research for an amphibian 
ground effects machine which would be used to bring . 
troops and cargo from ships off shore through the surf 
and onto the beaches. 

Avro President Harvey Smith said today the pur- 
pose of the agreement “is to undertake research, design, 
development and production of equipment for the Unit- 
ed States military services.” 

He said that although the air cushion principle was 
believed “to possess a promising potential for several 
types of transportation development for some time was

ASK THE ASSESSOR... 

There has been further discussion about the high 
cost of taxation around Lindsay in the wake of tax 
receipts and a poorly-attended general meeting of the 
Lindsay Ratepayers’ Association. Much of the talk 
centers around the method of assesment, the increase 
in assessment and other phases of property appraisal 
for assessment purposes. It seem, however, that all this 
talk will not amount to a row of pins unless, to make 
a pun, the predominating causes of increased taxation 
are pin-pointed, 

Ask the assessor why taxation is high in Lindsay 
and he will tell you that if the property owner could be 
relieved of the cost of edneation, over 50% of the tax 
bill would be saved. Add to this the cost of debenturing 
for new schools and the saving would amount to about 
60 per cent at a conservative estimate. 

In a nutshell the cost of education is the straw 
which is breaking the back of the ratepaying camel. 
This is not a hidden fact or something which has just 
come to light... It has been the subject of many dis- 
cussions in municipal councils across Ontario, There 
has been, and continues to be a feeling that the property 
owner is being asked to pay too big a share of the cost 
of education. Reduce this by having the load shifted 
to the province or federal leyel of government with 
their broader sources of revenue and there could be 
a reduction in property taxes. 

Certainly taxes are high in Lindsay but merely 
talking about the assessor, assessment or the fact that 
they are high, will not reduce them. ‘This will only 
come by concentrating on the main causes and taking 
action to have them removed or at least alleviated. .

THE BRITISH POLICE FORCE 

Although crime has increased everywhere in the 
postwar years, Britain can still claim one of the lowest 
crime rates in the world. Yet Britain has no national 
police, police cars carry no sirens and Scotland Yard, 
synonymous with successful crime detection, has no 
jurisdiction outside the London Metropolitan Area. The 
country is not over-policed, The strength of the regular 
police force in 1959 was about 80,000 (including women 
police) to serve a population of more than 50,000,000 
people—an average of one policeman for every 620 
people. 

There are 125 separate police forces in England 
and Wales — county, borough and combined forces; the 
London Metropolitan Police Force, which is respon- 
sible for an area of approximately twenty miles radius 
from Charing Cross, but excluding the City of London; 
—and the City of London Force. In Scotland there are 
33 forces — county, burgh and combined forces. The 
police forces vary considerably in size according to area 
and population they service. Thus, in 1959, the Metro- 
politan Police Force with a responsibility toward 8.25 
million people had a strength of approximately 17,000 
while the smallest force in Scotland consisted of 16 men. 

The local police force are quite independent of 
Scotland Yard but they can, if they wish “call in the 
Yard” where a crime demands inquiries beyand their 
resources. The decision to “call in the Yard” rests. 
however, with the local force. In any case there is 
much day-to-day liaison between Scotland Yard and 
police forces everywhere.—UK Information Service.

LOOK AFTER PERENNIALS 
TOWARD THE END OF MAY 

Perennials in flower bord- 
ers should be fertilized in late 
May, as they are entering a 
period of rapid growth. A 
complete fertilizer such as 
5-10-15, or a similar analysis, 
should be used at the rate of 
about 2 pounds per 100 square 
feet, advises Professor J. C. 
Taylor, Department of Horti- 
culture, 0. A. C. 

This fertilizer should be 
scattered lightly around the 
plants and hoed into the 
ground. The hoeing works the 
fertilizer into the soil where it 


It also gets rid or weeds while 
they are still in’a young state 
and therefore easy to control. 
Hoeing should be done regu- 
larly throughout the summer 
to control weeds and keep the}. 
border neat and tidy. 

The taller kinds of peren- 
nials, such as peonies and del- 
phiniums, will require staking 
now. This keeps them grow- 
ing in an upright position and 
prevents them being broken 
down by heavy wind and rain. 
Use three stakes for every 
plant rather than just a single 
one: 

Delphiniums and phlox are 
susceptible to mildew. To 
avoid this trouble, try to keep 
moisture off the foliage when 
watering. Watering early in 
the day so the foliage is dry 
by evening will help prevent 
mildew.

Last July I had a com- 
pete hysterectomy. Since 
my uterus was removed, I have 


’ been plagued with monument- 
"al hot flashes about once ev- 


- 


ery 60 minutes. I stream 
perspiration. It is terribly 
embarrassing and very uncom- 
fortable. And I seem always 
to be catching cold, no doubt 
from my damp clothing. 

My doctor says I will just 
have to put with it. He doesn’t 
believe in shots. What shall 
I do?—Mrs. D., Pennsylvania. 

A: I wish he could change 
places with you for a while. It 
might change his methods of 
treating women who suffer dis- 
comfort as you do. But he 
has a right to make his own de- 
cisions. Some doctors (and I 
am happy to say they are he- 
coming fewer day by day) have 
a fear of using females hor- 
mones in such situations. They 
think that giving these estron- 
gens invite cancer formation. 

However, I'd like to assure 
you, Mrs. D., and other read- 
ers, that studies of thousands 
of case histories have shown 
this to be a needless fear. 

If I had your problem, Mrs. 
D., I'd ask for consultation un- 
til I found a gynecologist or 
general practitioner who be- 
lieved in giving hormone in- 
jections for your condition. 
Chances are you will find some 
relief within weeks. You 
have been a patient patient.

Losing Weight 


With it all I have an excellent 
appetite and feel fine except 
that I get tired more easily 
than usual. Do you have any 
suggestions?—Mr. E., Mary- 
land- 

A: Ym sure you don’t ex- 
pect a diagnosis. One of the 
things I shy away from is long 
distance diagnosis; another, is 
long-distance treatment. Most 
readers realize that if I tried 
to do either, I wouldn’t be do- 
ing them a favor. On the con- 
trary, it would be a disservice. 

But I can make generaliza- 
tions which often help. Un- 
doubtedly you should see your 
doctor. Early diagnosis is 
quite important. 

I will name four conditions, 
any one of which, might pro- 
duce loss of weight and weak- 
ness. Of course, cancer and 
tuberculosos comes to every- 
one’s mind. But I shall not 
want to rule out the possibility 
of diabetes (especially with 
that itching) and overactive 
thyroid.

Lambs Good 


The lambs weaned at 10 weeks 
each gained 0.37 pound daily 
from birth to 170 days, Those 
weaned at 15 weeks gained 
0.38 pound and those at 20 
weeks, 0.39 pound. 

Lambs weaned at 10 weeks 
graded 88 per cent “A”. Per- 
centage of grade “A’s in 
lambs weaned at 15 and 20 
weeks was 86 per cent. 

Barly weaning of lambs,) 
Mr. Cameron noted, can lead 
to more efficient use of pas- 
ture. It also facilitates flock 
management. 

Provided good pasture is 
available, he said, lambs wean- 
ed at 10 weeks can be as 
profitable as those weaned 
later:

THE FEELING IS GROWING 
The feeling is growing both in Lindsay and among 


members of Victoria County Council that Lindsay should 
be relieved of having to pay an additional mill towards 
the upkeep of the Victoria County District High School 
Sane Lindsay originally agreed to contribute addi- 
tional money to the high school area conditions were 
vastly different to what they are now. In the first place, 
it was never intended that it should be a permanent ar- 
rangement put merely one of a supplementary nature 
to get the ball rolling, so as to speak. In the second place, 
the whole county has undergone yeassessment (Lindsay a 
couple of times) in the interval. This has resulted in a 
greatly increased mill value, especially in Lindsay § case 
where it is perhaps now about double what it was when 
the extra mill was agreed upon. : 

The unfairness of Lindsay contributing an extra mill 
to high school costs is readily apparent when these things 
are considered. It should not be necessary to take this 
matter to arbitration - the extra mill levy should be volun- 
tarily rescinded in the light of evidence now available 
which indicates the town is paying a disproportionate 
share of the cost of maintaining the high school area.

One does not have to limit his life and living in order 
to stay fit. All we need is a positive approach, and a few 
reasonable precautions. 

AROUND YOUR HOME — Those power lawn mowers 
need respect and careful use. The proper use of ladders 
and reasonable care with fire and barbecues are worth 
considering. 

AT THE WATER — Gradual exposure to the sun must be 
kept in mind. Besides taking the usual precautions while 
bathing, such as being accompanied and waiting for at 
Jeast an hour after meals, why not learn to swim well or 
teach a non-swimmer. Diving into unknown water is 
always dangerous. More and more Canadians own boats 
each year and the rules of sate boating must be adhered to 
if tragedies are to be avoided. Life preservers are a must 
especially in fast boats or if non-swimmers are allowed in 
boats.

PLAN 1962 SHRUBS 
IN JUNE 1961 

June is when most flower- 
ing shrubs are at their best, 
so relax and enjoy them - - 
admire their bright blooms and 
green foliage. 

At the same time, make a 
note of their colours. Do you 
like them? Is the garden well: 
balanced or are there small, 
compact plants beside large, 
sprawling bushes? What prun- 
ing or transplanting will you 
want to do before next spring? 
Will you need to add annuals 
next year to make the border 
bloom longer? Don't trust 
your memory. Write any 
changes down now, so that 
you'll be ready for the fall 
planting season. 

“After the flowering is 
over, prune wisely,” advises 
John A. Weall, 0.A-C. horti- 
culturist. “First remove the 
seed heads of lilacs, to produce 
bettet flowers next year. 
Secondly, prune the shrub’s 
shape to improve its appear- 
ance for the next flowering 
season.” 


When you have finished 
pruning, it’s time to mulch. He 
advises using leaves, lawn 
mowings, compost, or peat 
moss. Apply them carefully 
to a depth of 1 to 2 inches over 
the entire bed; this gives a neat 
and tidy appearance.

Increased Grants 

With increased grants from 
the government, and with new 
legislation, it is possible to 
establish better library serv- 
ices such as a bookmobile 
which will carry books to res- 
idents who live far from the 
services of a library. 


Loan Books 

The Victoria County Library 
loans books to the schools of 
the County. Each school in 
the County that belongs to the 
library receives 20 books for a 
one month period. The total 
circulation of books to public 
schools in the county is over 
83,000. 

Over 3,000 books go to the 
high schools in the county. 

Adult fiction books in circu- 
lation total over 15,000; non- 
fiction 5,000; and Juvenile 88.- 
000. The total circulation ruas 
around 109,000. 

The Library increased its 
new book collection last year 
with the addition of approxt- 
mately, 1,000 new books. The 
total collection at the County 
Library is now in the area of 
16,000 books.

STARTLING REVELATIONS 

Writing in the Toronto Telegram under the caption 
“Let's Find Out”, Andrew MacFarlane has come up 
with some startling revelations on the subject of expro- 
priation, Once regarded as the right of the state which, 
under the terms of the Magna Charta, could not divest a 
freeman of his property without due process of law and 
payment of royal requisitions, this is no longer true. 

’ According) to Mr. MacFarlane, a man can today be divest- 
ed of his property by many different agencies which have 
quietly moved in and usurped the powers which were 
once the sole property of the state, 

We believe it wili interest readers (and perhaps 
stir them out of the slumber of apathy on government 
affairs) to read what this researcher has discovered a- 
pout expropriation. He writes in part: 

“The state has subdivided its sovereign right to 
take land and bestowed it upon a most varied group 

of enterprises. j 

In Ontario it Is possible to be expropriated by 
more than two dozen sorts of authorities apart 
from federal, provincial and municipal government, 

The University of Toronto can expropriate your 

property, as can the trustees of a cemetery. 

Telephone, pipeline and hydro companies have 
expropriation powers. 

You can be expropriated for the purpose of pbuild- 
ing a park, a conservation area, a wilderness, a fair- 
ground, a rail line, a hospital, a sanatorium, a school 
or a stockyard. 

AMONG the authorities who may expropriate 
you are agricultural societies and the LCBO. 
~ ‘The procedures for taking land and paying for 
it are as varied as the bodies with expropriation

‘And if more laymen and politicians could have 
a thorough understanding of expropriation law, 
their awareness might do something to stop the 
attrition of an individual's right to enjoy reasonable 
security of ownership. 

For the rend in modern urban life is for more 
and more authorities to make greater and greater 
use of expropriation powers.” 

A DIFFERENT KIND OF WAR 
BUT WAR NEVERTHELESS ..- 

Many people probably do not regard the current 
cold war between the Communists and Western Democrat- 
ic world as being too serious... - They feel as long as 
there is no shooting going on, no nuclear bombs being 
dropped, or germ warfare being waged, they aren't in too 
much danger. But is this so? 

Lindsay had a man in its midst this week who doesn't 
believe it is. As a matter of fact he believes that the cur- 
rent cold war could very well result in victory for the 
Communists without the firing of a single shot if the 
Western people allow themselves to become their dupes. 
This man is Ron Gostick, editor and publisher of the Can- 
adian Intelligencer, a veteran of World War Two, and an 
exposer of Red tactics. 

Mr. Gostick told a Canadian Legion audience that the 
Western nations chief objective in the current cold or 
psychological war should be to “isolate the Communist 
line so that anyone uttering it can be detected.” 

Mr. Gostick pointed out that he wished to stress the 
need for this by quoting from the findings of the Ameri- 
can Bar Association that the greatest asset the Commun- 
ists have is not the hydrogen bomb but world ignorance 
of their tactics. 

Some idea of the great strides toward world domina- 
tion the Communists have made in the last 15 years were 
pointed out by the speaker who said that the internation- 
al Communist movement had expanded by 5,000 per cent 
in that time... - from a movement controlling 200 million 
souls to one engulfing a 1,000 million people. 

The fact that the West was faring so badly in world 
influence was blamed on the “new kind of warfare’ in 
which it is engaged, one of an unconventional kind, em- 
ploying methods not generally associated with war and 
therefore undetected by large masses of well-intentioned 
put uninformed people. “People of Christian heritage.” 
he said, tend to accept another man at face value and be- 
cause they do they are easy targets for Oriental scheming 
despotism.” 

Mr. Gostick called attention to what he termed “Oper- 
ation Nibble” the successful nibbling off of a small seg- 
ments of the world. “They are gaining by “Operation 
Nibble” what they couldn’t gain without risking major 
resistance if large chunks were taken at once,” he declar- 
ed. 

These were among some of the things which were 
intended, not to make people look for a Communist in 
every dark corner, but to alert them to the fact that the 
West is now engaged in mortal combat with the Com- 
munist movement and to spur lovers of freedom to defend 
themselves by resisting those things which would rob © 
them of it.

NO REASON FOR FEARS ABOUT ANOTHER 1929 

Warnings sounded recently by Keith Funston, presi- 
dent of the New York Stock Exchange, regarding the dan- 
gers of over speculation, doubtless have been causing 
some concern among Canadians who have heen watching 
the climb in the stock market averages to new high levels 
during the past few months. One occasionally hears, as 
a matter of fact, the question asked as fo whether we 
might experience a stock market situation along the lines 
of that which caused so much havoc in 1929. 

There have been no indications, in the tone of the 
warnings of the New York Stock Exchange president, that 
he had any apprehensions regarding a possible repetition 

of the 1929 market crash. Restrictions imposed on stock 
market operations today would appear to obviate any such 
development. What Mr. Funston obviously fears, how- 
ever, is a possible setback to the stock market of such 
dimensions as might, to some extent, impair public confi- 
dence in the state of the economy.

If we are go- 
ing to get more and better service, and if that service is 
going to be cheaper, then there is something to be said 
for mergers. If, on the other hand, they mean tighter con- 
trol and greater profits, there is less to be said for them. 

“ast Wednesday when this bill was before the Stand-

LORNEVILLE BARN FIRE 
DESTROYS 200 CHICKS 


The second barn fire in the 
Lorneville area within three 
weeks was attended by volun- 
teer firemen from Kirkfield 
Sunday, 

Fire Chief Wilbert Grant of 
Kirkfield reported the com- 
plete loss of a barn owned by 
Eldon McInnis of Lorneville. 
He also said that only about 
three weeks ago another barn, 
owned by Clarence Way, only 
about two-and-a-half miles 
away from the McInnis pro- 
perty. 

No exact estimate of loss 
is available following the Mc- 
Innis fire as yet. The owner 
told “The Post” that the fire 
destroved a lot of machinery, 
including three wagons, 4a 
binder, plow, haymower and 
a grinder.

Yellow perspiration stains 
on white washable materials 
should be bleached out in the 
sun after proper laundering 
Should the stain remain, 
sponge with hydrogen perox- 
ide or hydrogen peroxide plus| 
sodium perborate.

TAKE CARE WHEN 
MOWING LAWNS 
Grass doesn’t necessarily 
benefit from mowing; it is on- 
\ly beneficial if the leaves are 
|so long that they bend over 
and smother the grass under- 
neath. But mowing does im- 
prove the appearance of the 
lawn. 
The mower should be sharp, 
advises Prof. J. ©. Taylor, 
Dept. of Horticulture, 0.A.C 


If a dull mower is used, the 
fips of the grass leaves are 
bruised and the lawn looks 


brown. Also, young and poorly 
rooted seedlings may be pull- 
ed up by a dull mower. 

Mow new grass before it be- 
comes so long that it will not 
stand up by itself; it may be 
cliped lightly when it 1s 
about 2% inches high. 

With established lawns, 
don’t clip to less than 1% 
jinches. But cut often so that 
not over 1 inch of growth is 
cut at one time.

On a three-mile drive around 
and through Bobcaygeon, 
their are to be found eight 
different classifications of 
roads - about four of which are 
partly controlled by two dif- 
ferent bodies. What can be 
done? If I were not represent- 
ing Verulam Township I would 
move at the June session of 
county council that all the 
urban centres and the Town- 
ship of Verulam be deleted out 
of the County Road System, 
and see how many would vote 
for the question, Verulam, in 
the last ten years has contri- 
buted about $160,000 to the 
system. The county has re- 
ceived the same amount from 
the provincial treasury, and at 
the present time I cannot think 
of one mile of road being 
constructed or paved within 
the municipality during the 
last ten years. 

Through Bobcaygeon on 
Bolton Street, the department 
takes care of 20 feet up the 
centre, and plows the snow off 
that onto the portion cared for 
by the village. The depart 
ment will pay some subsidy if 
the village removes its snow. 

I notice that the total levy 
to the county this year from 
Verulam is $52,019.52. When 
one realizes \that the total roll 
in Verulam ten years ago for 
all purposes was $65,946.32, 
we can all agree that the 
county system is very efficient 
at least in one particular - 
adding on to the tax bill, Being 
a heavy taxpayer in Verulam, 
I certainly do not complain of 
my local road tax, but why I 
should pay in my Bobcaygeon 
taxes to build roads in other 
townships is beyond me. 

There is no doubt in certain 
cases, there are some heavy, 
unusual expenditures in the 
townships, but these should be 
provided for by special grants 
from the provincial treasury 
which collects the gasoline 
tax, not by village people, 
many of whom are paid at an 
hourly rate of not more than! 
90 cents per hour

FALLACY OF SOCIALISM 
Socialism stands for Production for service, not for profit. 

The implication of this statement, of course, is that 
capitalism or the competitive enterprise system operates 
on the principle that production should be for profit, 
not for service. This kind of half-truth is apt to confuse a 
lot of people who don’t stop to examine the validity of the 
statement. Under our economic system the motive that 
makes the whole productive system work is the individual 
desire for gain. Certainly men work for profit! Men's 
needs, desires and ambitions vary but for the most part 
men and women wish to improve their circumstances. 
They want many of the good things of life. A married 
man wishes to provide the best possible education for his 
children. He wants to provide for the contingencies of 
sickness and accident. Above all he wants to fee] the 
satisfaction that, by working hard and setting his sights 
high, he can secure the things he wants through his own 
efforts. There is nothing wrong with this. 

Having established this motivating force you have es- 
tablished the basis for the profit and loss system under 
which we operate. Incidentally the word loss should not 
be overlooked. When a man starts a business he invests 
his time, effort and capital in the hope of making a pro- 
fit or securing a gain, but always runs the risk of a loss. 

There is another implication to this social fallacy. It 
is that in the pursuit of profit, the provision of service is 
completely overlooked. Herein lies the essential absurd- 
ity of the statement. The fact is that, unless a business 
provides a wanted service, then not only does it not make 
a profit but eventually it ceases operation altogether. 

When a company makes a profit, in a field where 
other companies are competing, it shows that the business 
is doing a good job of supplying what the customer wants. 
Changes in profit rates furnish clues to changing demand 
which the enterprise must heed in our free-choice econ- 
omy. Failure to produce a product or a service at a price 
which buyers are prepared to pay means failure to earn 
a profit. 

Security is a word which is on the lips of a great many 
people these days. It means different things to different 
people. To some it means that “the world owes me a 
living” and the Government or someone else should guar- 
antee a livelihood, To most Canadians, however, the de- 
mand for security is a demand for opportunity. Cana- 
dians have the traditional virtues, the will to work, the 
will to save, and the disposition to deal generously with a 
needy neighbour. Give him a climate in which a man can 
work and under which he can save part of his earnings, 
he is prepared, in very large measure, to provide for his 
own security and the security of his family. Under these 
circumstances nobody feels very safe or secure if he is 
working for a company that is operating at aloss. If the 
company continues to operate at a loss it will eventually 
fold up and employees are looking for other jobs. 

Everyone is interested in working for a company 
which operates at a profit. Profits are the true measure 
of the health of a business. They stand for efficient man- 

agement, up-to-date production methods and tools, and a 
loyal work force. A series of posters designed for use in 
industrial plants carries the slogan, “The company’s pros- 
perity is your best security”. There is a lot of good

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TO CONTROL GARDEN 
PESTS 

During a wet season such as 
this year, slugs can cause a 
lot of damage in home yeget- 
able plots. They feed at night 
and eat the leaves of lettuce, 
beans, corn, cabbage and many 
other plants. They eat holes 
in tomatoes and the roots of 
many vegetables: 

To control slugs, use a 
ready-prepared slug bait con- 
taining metaldehyde, suggests 
Professor Howard Goble, of 
the Botany Department at the 
Ontario Agricultural College. 
Spread this bait on the garden 
in the evening; place heaping 
teaspoonfuls in piles about a 
foot apart, near or under the 
plants to be protected. 

Tf you have dug your veget- 
able garden from sod, chances 
are that you will have difficulty 
with cutworms.

NEW CARS ARE CHEAPER 

New cars are cheaper in Canada today. In a move to 
boost sales in Canada’s lagging auto industry, Finance 
Minister Donald Fleming has repealed a seyen-and-a-halt 
per cent luxury tax on cars, Fleming who handed down 
his 1961-62 budget in parliament last night, estimates the 
change will cost the Federal treasury 55-million dollars 
during the balance of the year and 66-million dollars over 
The price of each car will drop an average of 
150 dollars. . . . Repeal of the tax was among the most im- 
portant items announced in the budget. No personal or 
corporation tax cuts were made, Fleming announced 
that a royal commission will examine Canada’s financial 
structure and institutions including the Bank of 
Canada. He also said the Revenue Department will con- 
duct a more intensive scrutiny of “expense account” liv- 
ing. Fleming said the government intends to solve un- 
employment and spark the economy by depreciating the 
Canadian dollar by buying United States dollars, Fleming 
did not specify the level to which the Canadian dollar will 
be lowered, but he said it will be appreciable. Meanwhile, 
news that the Canadian dollar will be devalued has come 
as a surprise to the London Foreign Exchange Market. 
Dealers are taking the precaution of not establishing a 
rate for the dollar. In a pre-budget news conference last 
night Finance Minister Fleming denied allegations that he 
has refused to discuss fiscal policy with Bank of Canada 
Governor Jame Coyne. He told newsmen in Ottawa that 
saying he refused to see Coyne is just not a fact. He said 
Coyne has never asked to see him.

OFFER CONFLICTING REPORTS 
Canada and Communist Poland, members of the Laos 


International Control Commission , have offered conflict- 
ing reports in Geneva as to the equipment the commission 
needs to do its job. Canada’s External Affairs Minister 
Howard Green made an urgent request to the 14-nation 
conference today for at least three helicopters and three 
light planes to be used to search out truce violators in 
Laos. Poland however, endorsed the Russian argument 
that the commission has all the equipment it needs. 


EXPECTS TO RETURN 

U-S negotiator Arthur Dean said as he left Geneva 
for Washington today he expects to return to the nuclear 
test ban conference—but the government officials say 
that decision is “an open question.” 
One spokesman says it is senseless to have a top diplomat 
like Dean on the scene when the conference is stalemated. 
The deadlock is over the Russian demand for a three-man 
supervisory committee. 


DENIES REPORT 

Adolf Eichmann denies he enjoyed any special status 
in the Nazi regime. During the second day as sole wit- 
ness for the defense he told the court trying him for mass 
murder that he could not have run a free-wheeling opera- 
tion on his own. He said he took his orders from Gestapo 
Chief General Heinrich Mueller. 


TO ASK FOR $500,000,000 IN CASH AID 

Columbia is expected to ask U-S ambassador Adlai 
Stevenson today for about 500-million dollars in cash aid 
—to be spread over a four-year period. Stevenson is 
meeting today in Bogota with the Columbian Goyern- 
ment experts who drafted that nation’s new four-year 
plan. Colombia is Stevenson’s last stop on a 10-nation 
South American tour before he flies back to Washington 
tomorrow. 


MAKES GRANTS 

The Ford Foundation says it has made grants to Lat- 
in American Nations totaling two-million 199-thousand 
dollars. Of that amount, one-million 75-thousand dollars 
goes to four education institutions in Colombia. Other 
grants go to scientific research projects and teaching in 
Argentina and Brazil. 


WILL PARALIZE NEW YORK PORT 

More than 150-thousand dock workers will paralyzc 
the port of New York this afternoon with a demonstrz 
tion designed to focus attention on the six-day old Mari 
time strike. The demonstration was ordered by the Int- 
ernational Longshoremen’s Association to show the 
group’s “concern” over inter-union rivalry in the strike, 
and the shipowners’ position in the bargaining. A ship- 
ping spokesman says the Maritime walkout has idled more 
than 100 ships on the three coasts.

The huge furnaces are run 
on natural gas. Remarking on 
this, Mr. Pepper said “We're 
probably the largest consumer 
of natural gas in Lindsay”. It 
was noted that the raw material 
was melted in these furnaces 
and if an alloy was needed, 
the extra materials are added. 
Once the material has been 
melted down, it is piped along 
to casters where it is fed into 
Jarge machines which have 
large casts and these dies give 
shape to the product. After 
the cast has been filled with 

_ the alloy, it is pressed, this 
process taking around seven 
seconds. The die is cooled 
immediately with a fine, heavy 
jet of water. 

The next step in the pro- 
duction line is the trimming 
department. Here, the dies 
are cut from the molds and are 
trimmed of all excess pieces. 
If the product is to be plated, 
then that step follows the 
cutting. This process includes 
washing, cleaning, and the 
final step is the plating itself 
with whatever type of coating 
the consumer wants. The 
last two stages are the pack- 
ing and shipping. 

LAYOUT 

The plant is laid out so that 
a process can take place in as 
little time as possible. Total- 
led, a complete process takes 
one-and-a-half hours, Mr. 
Pepper noted. 

The furnaces are located in 
the southwest corner of the 
plant. The entire west side 

_ houses the casting machines. 
In the centre of the plant is 
the trimming and cutting de- 
partment.

At 
the present time, he went on 
to say, practically all sizeable 
streams show evidence of 
serious pollution, and the 
Ottawa River below the cities 
of Ottawa and Hull is little 
better than an open sewer. 
Raw sewage has even been 
recovered by researchers, at 
the foot of Niagara Falls, and 
was still identifiable below the 
Whirlpool Rapids. 

Mr. Harris suggested that 
the means and machinery to 
create and to carry out a long 
range plan of effective water 
conservation, are available, but 
there must be an aroused 
public opinion that will con- 
vince legislators of the people’s 
immediate concern in this mat- 
ter.

Councillor sees greater danger 
than in being ‘‘bylawed’”’ to death 


“Vim more worried that 
we're going to be “fee-d’” to 
death than “bylawed’ to 
death.” This thought was ex- 
pressed by Councillor Mel De- 
Groat during a discussion on a 
suggestion to establish a five- 
dollar fee for septic tanks. 
The suggestion was made by 
plumbing inspector J, Bllam, 
and also contained a procedure 
recommendation that the in- 
stallation of a septic tank re- 
quire four inspections. Coun- 
cil adopted the procedure but 
turned down the fee. 

After reading the letter from 
Mr. Ellam, Mayor Holtom 
stated that there is no pro- 
cedure to install septic tanks 
as yet. “Now that Lindsay has 
a larger area, we will have 
more legitimate requests for 


tanks—and this is a sugges- 


An offer to sell space in 
the Watchman-Warder to ad- 
vertise the Town of Lindsay 
at Mosport has been turned 
down by Lindsay’s council.

PROTECTIVE DEVICES ABOVE WATERFALLS 
The latest tragic loss of life in a boating accident at 


Niagara Falls points up the need for extreme care on the 


part of small craft approaching waterfalls. Of course, 
boating above Niagara Falls and in relatively close prox- 
imity to it, is always hazardous and presents a more or 


less extreme condition. 


Nevertheless there are several 


waterfalls in connection with the Trent Canal System 
which do present a hazard to boats and which could do 
with a protective device which would make it virtually 
impossible for a craft to be swept over them. We have in 
mind particularly the falls and chutes at Lindsay, Fene- 


lon Falls and Burleigh Falts. 
Cost of installing a mesh or cable barrier at 
points should not be prohibitive and the time to do it is be-

DEATH A DETERRENT 

We have been reading with interest a contempor- 
orary’s views on the government of Canada’s proposal 
to have murders defined as coming under one of two 


headings for punishment purposes—murder

plood, premeditated; and murder on the spur of the mo- 


ment, unpremeditated. 


The contemporary writer goes 


on to say, quote, “Murder 1s an awful crime. Up to our 


times the public has been led to believe that the death 


~ penalty was the only punishment which would be suffic- 


iently fearsome to deter countless other would-be murd- 
erers. Today, however, criminologists and psycholo- 
gists in many lands are seriously doubtful that the death 
penalty is a deterrent at all. Rather, they tend to the 
belief that there always will be some murders and that 
the only action open to members of an enlightened soci- 
ety is to shut the murderer away from his fellow humans 
so that he never again has an opportunity to take a hu- 


man life.” 


This reasoning, in the face of modern prison trends, 
is so inconsistent as to be almost ridiculous. 
established fact that people who get “life” imprisonment 
for murder seldom remain in prison for more than a few 
years and are often quite capable of murdering again 
However, that is not the real flaw 
in the government’s proposal to classify murders— pro- 
viding life terms for one class and the hangman's rope 
The flaw lies in the fact that it would be 
virtually impossible to determine conclusively whether 
some murders have been premeditated or not in the 
For example, a man might 
nurse a hatred for another man for many years and then 
suddenly, in a fit of passion, murder him. Could it be

BECOMING TOO TRANQUIL? 

The June issue of the American Mercury, 4 magazine 
which declares itself dedicated “To bear witness to the 
truth,” sees a menace to the nation (United States specif- 
ically, but with a paralleling situation in Canada) and to 
the individual in the growing use of tranquilizers, . 

While not rejecting the use of tranquilizers under the 
proper supervision of one’s family doctor, Mercury says 
that “Perhaps the clearest warning of the ultimate dang- 
er of the use of tranquilizers by a large segment of the 
USS. population was that tssued by Dr. W. P. Dearing, Dep- 
uty Surgeon General of Public Health Service: ‘We should 
start to remind ourselves and remind physicians and par- 
ents who would like to have their children kept quieter, 
and the individual who would like to be relieved of his 
worries ... that not in every case is relief from worry best 
for the individual or society’. 

The magazine goes on to say that “Filthy literature 
is being used as a political weapon to debauch and demor- 
alize the American public. Now tranquilizers, apparent- 
ly, are also being used as a political weapon to convert 
the American people into a nation of lotus-eaters, who are 
numbly unaware of their approaching destruction. 

“A mind which is insulated from the normal shocks 
of reality by drugs, clouded with alcohol, and warped by 
the unending diet of smut which is being dished out in the 
nation’s magazines, books, theatres, movies and television 
programs, can only the apathetic to the fate which Com- 
munists openly boast is in store for us.” 

Summarizing, the article suggests that people do not 
take tranquilizers except under the personal supervision 
of their family physician; that they watch out for hidden 
tranquilizers in such preparations as reducing remedies; 
never give tranquilzers to children except as supervised 
by family doctor; remember that tranquilizers can greatly 
increase the intoxicating effects of alcohol—particularly 
in the reduction of the users’ ability to drive safely; watch 
out for any drug which dulls their normal sense of cau- 
tion, responsibility, or morality. 


BOWLING — A FAMILY AFFAIR 

Family bowling, a recreational activity that is both 
good fun and healthy exercise, and without which. Ameri- 
can social life is unthinkable, is making its first appear- | 
ance in West Germany. Bowling, while not unknown in 
Germany—in fact it is said to have had its origin there—, 
has so far largely been a male prerogative, Now an en- 
terprising American company is making a first attempt to. 
get the rest of the family interested in the game. The 
first “family alley” will shortly open on the top floor of 
a multi-storey parking building in Mannheim, The choice 
location is by design; more people will be attracted if 
there is no parking problem, the organizers say. 

Since exercise makes people hungry and thirsty, the 
company will provide a modern restaurant and a bar, and 
to solve the problem of where to leave small children, the 
centre is to have a nursery supervised by qualified person- 
nel. The company can point to considerable successes In 
Britain where the Rank organization has invested DM 56 
million to conyert cinemas into bowling centres. “Bowl- 
ing exercises all muscles and keeps people healthy and in 
good shape” the organizers claim. Similar centres are 
planned for Nuremberg, Munich, Frankfurt, Berlin, Ham- 
burg and the cities of the Ruhr area. —The Bulletin. 


THE COLOMBO PLAN 

The Duke of Edinburgh and the British Prime Min- 
ister will be among the guests at Wednesday’s dinner at 
Lancaster House in London for the anniversary of the 
Colombo Plan, which this month completes ten years 
of co-operative economic development in South and 
South-Hast Asia. 

The Colombo Plan had its genesis at a meeting of 
Commonwealth Foreign Ministers held in 1950 at Aust- 
ralia’s suggestion, From it came the organization, 
simple, yet flexible, which has done so much to help an 
area where more than a quarter of the world’s popula- 
tion lives, increased annually by ten million new mouths 
to feed. In the next few years the Commonwealth ent- 
erprise expanded into an international scheme of twen- 
ty-one member governments, fifteen being in the region 
and six (the United Kingdom, Canada, Australia, New 
Zealand, the United States, and Japan) outside, They 
meet each year to discuss national plans for develop- 
ment, and to see what help can be given with money, 
equipment, technical guidance and, above all, with train- 
ing. 

Hydro-electric, irrigation and drainage schemes, 
road building, port installations, fertiliser plants and 
medical clinics are some of the projects already assisted 
by the Colombo Plan, and its achievements in the last 
ten years will be described in a documentary feature 
‘The Quiet Revolution’ to be produced by Henry Swanzy 
in the General Overseas Service this week, which will 
include contributions recorded in India, Pakistan, Cey- 
lon, the United Kingdom, and Australia.

The Victoria County High 
Schoo! Area Board has approv- 
ed a recommendation of its 
composite school committee to 
take advantage of 100 per cent 
federal and provincial grants 
and make application to build 
the school. The actual word- 
ing of the resolution passed at 
a special meeting of the whole 
board Wednesday night is as 
follows: That the vocational 
committee be authorized to sub 
mit to the Department of Edu- 
cation, the requisite plans in 
accordance with the require- 
ments, in their opinion neces- 
sary, fo rthe expansion and 
onversion of Lindsay Colleg- 
iate to a composite school. 

The committee must make 
application to the department 
no later than June 26th. They 
will base their request on a 
projected 1,500 students en- 
rolled at Lindsay by 1967. A- 
mong the technical courses for 
which the committee will make 
application are auto-mechan- 
ics, industrial chemistry, agri- 
culture, machine shop, carp- 
entry and mill work, drafting 
and electrical. 

Chairman of the committee, 
D. M. Thomson says he is very 
pleased at the board’s decision 
to follow the project further. 
“Tf we don’t get this school 
built and equipped for ‘noth- 
ing while we can,” he said, 
“we'll have to build a new 
school completely in the area 
within a very few years.” He 
pointed out that this would 
mean a complete new staff, ad- 
ministration, janitor — service 
and many other costs. The 
composite school, if accepted 
by the government, could put 
the building of a new school 
off for several years, he felt. 

He also stressed that the 
composite school would not be 
an easy way out for duller 
students. “They'll require as 
much ability to pass the tech- 
nical courses as the present ac- 
ademic courses require,” he 
Said. 

Under the new government 
program, by which the school 
must be built and paid for by 
March of 1963, the federal gov- 
ernment pays 75 per cent of 
the cost, and the provincial 
government 25 percent. This 
includes the plans, building, 
and equipment, 

It is generally recognized 
by board members that if the 
application of the committee 
is accepted and the school 
built, if will mean increased 
maintenance costs for the 
board.

How do you do away with tradition?

How do you do away with 
a tradition? This is the ques- 
tion County Clerk Frank Weld- 
on raised Wednesday when 
Reeve Harry Peirce of Lindsay 
made a motion to abolish an 
ancient tradition of the courts.

Leafy Spurge, introduced 
from Europe by the pioneers, 
has become established on 
many localized areas through- 
out the province. If this weed 
is allowed to progress, it will 
smother out all cultivated 
crops says J. D. Curtis of 
the Field Crops Branch of the 
Ontario Department of Agri- 
culture, It produces a milky 
juice which may cause severe 
skin rashes to certain people. 
This juice is also poisonous to 
most livestock except sheep. 

Leafy Spurge is a perennial 
which spreads by seeds and 
persistent vertical and horiz- 
ontal underground rootstalks 
on which shoot buds are pro- 
duced. The 2%’ to 3’ high 
stems frequently form dense 
clusters which smother out all

Complete Physical Exam: | 
Intensive Investigation | 

Dear Dr. Steinerohn; Just) 
what do you mean by a com-| 
plete physical examination? | 
How does it differ from an ord-/ 
inary trip to the doctor's of- 
fice? I may sound like a simple-| 
ton, but many of my more| 
well-informed friends are in) 
the same boat. Thank you. = 
Mr. U., California. 

Comment: The very fact 
that you are curious about| 
self-preservation shows that} 
you are far from being a sim-| 
pleton. Many people write in| 
asking me about physical ex-| 
aminations. Let's see if both} 
of us agree on the term “ord-| 
inary’ examination. I suppose) 


| 
you mean that when you have; 


a cold your doctor takes your) 
temperature. looks at your} 
throat and examines your 
chest. If your temperature is) 
quite high he may also take a| 
blood count. (He doesn’t spend 
much time on “history taking” 
because it isn’t indicated und-| 
er such circumstances.) He} 
may give you some local treat- 
ment in his office and pre- 
scribe some medicine for you. 
Under such conditions, you 
wouldn’t expect him to spend 
too much time with you. 

However, when we consider 
a complete physical examina- 
tion, time becomes an import- 
ant item. Unless the doctor 
puts aside at least 1 - 1% (or 
more) hours for your checkup, 
it is impossible for him to do 
a thorough job. 

Before he even lays a hand 
on you, it is essential that he 
take a complete history. (At 
times, this is more important 
than the actual examination 
itself). He must learn about 
your habits, your past illness- 
es, your family history and 
your present complaints. All 
these give him a diagnostic 
lead. He also gets a pretty 
good Jine on your emotioal 
makeup. which so often influ- 
ences one’s health. 

Then comes the examina- 
tion itself. The “complete” 
physical means that he goes 
over you from head to toe. 

He examines your skin care-| 
fully. An opthalmoscopic ex-| 
amination tells him about the 
condition of the blood vessels 
and other important organs in 
back of your eyes (Often 
found here are the earliest 
clues of beginning diabetes, 
nephritis, fumor and other 
conditions.)

He listens 
fo your heart and lungs. He 
aps here and there to make 
sure there are no abnormal 
prowths or densities in the 
thest. He kneaas your abdo-

and other organs. He looks 
for points of tenderness and 
abnormal masses. He does 
a pelvic examination to rule 
out troubte in the uterus or ov- 
aries. In men (and in women)) 
he does a rectal examination 
He also inserts a tube called 
a protoscope to make sure 
there are no rectal growths. 

Depending upon his find- 
ings, there are various types of 
laboratory examinations: ur- 
ine, blood, spinal taps. Fluor- 
oscopie examination, X-ray.! 
electrocardiograms usually 
complete the picture. If he} 
is suspicious of grastrointestin- 
al trouble he will order a GI) 
series and a barium enema (X- 
ray of lower bowel) and a gall} 
bladder X-ray. If suspicious 
of your kidneys or bladder, he} 
may order a cystoscopic exam-| 
ination. 

You realize, of course, that| 
all of these examinations can- 
not be performed within an) 
hour or two. But the decision 
to make them must come out 
of the first, unhurried com-| 
plete physical examination. 

So many readers have told 
me they were disappointed in 
their physical examination. 
They say: “The doctor had me 
out of the office in half an 
hour.” From what I have said, 
you can readily see that a 
complete physical requires 
time and dedicatoin. No doct- 
or however skilled, can do a 
good job in minutes which re- 
quires hours of intensive in- 
vestigation.

“Nutria has been developed 
from the South American 
Beaver,” they explained, 
“which is raised mostly around 
Brazil, brought to Germany, 
then to the United States, and 
now raised in Canada: Nutria 
are prolific breeders, produe- 
ing a litter of four to six every 
four months or so. Their fur 
makes coats and fur pieces of 
lighter weight than mink and 
other furs. Nutria has now 
been developed in several 
colors, mutations known as 
silver, champagne, white, 
greenlander and gold, as well 
as the natural grey. Carcasses 
are sold for dog and cat food; 
the long “guardhair” is used 
for paintbrushes; scraps of 
pelts are sewn into carpets; a 
jeweller in Ajax makes cos- 
tume jewelry from the bright,

Pollution of creek feeding 
river under close scrutiny, 
chairman tells Health Board 


Pollution of a creek which 
enters the Scugog River where 
it flows through Lindsay has 
been coming under the scru- 
tiny of the Ontario Water Re- 
sources Commission. 

Health Board Chairman 
Marshall Stephens told board

Charles George Shaw, 55, 
research director of Shaw Re- 
search Laboratory, Omemee, 
and for many years the owner 
and manager of North Ameri- 
can Leather Co. Limited, pas- 
sed away on June 8, 1961 in 
Civic Hospital following a 
severe heart attack. He had 
only returned a short while 
ago from a convention in 
Washington. 

Born in Cheboygan, Michi- 
gan, son of the late Charles 
©. Shaw and Jennie Abbott. 
He was educated at Huntsville 
and St. Andrew's College, 
Aurora. His father built the 
famed Bigwin Inn (now de- 
stroyed by fire) on the Lake of 
Bays in Muskoka He was a 
member of the American 
Leather Chemists Association 
and the American Society of 
Mechanical Engineers. The 
Shaw family, long associated 
with the leather industry in 
Huntsville where they operat- 
ed the Anglo-Canadian Leather 
Co., came to Omemee in 1932 
and purchased the large plant 
which operated so successfully 
until 1950 and employing 
many men supplying leather 
for the forces during the war. 
In 1942 a disastrous fire 
partially destroyed the plant 
and it was later rebuilt and 
purchased by the Regal Sta- 
tionery Co.

IN THE DOCTOR'S OFFICE 

Patient X: I can’t under- 
stand why I have been getting 
so many colds. Summer colds, 
too. For the last three years, 
1 have been taking my vaca: 
tion in Vermont during 
August. It never fails - - I 
eome down with a severe head) 
cold. Can you explain it? ’'m 
43 and never had them before. 

Doctor Y: How long does it 
usually last? : 

Patient X: It hangs on until 
late October or the first part 
of November. Nothing I take 
seems to help. 

Doctor Y: I can only guess 

. at this time, but I think you 
should rule out the possibility 
of allergy. It could be sensi- 
tivity to ragweed or something 
similar, you know. There are 
many people who think they 
suffer from colds who are 
really hay fever sufferers and 
don’t know it. 

Patient X: But my trouble 
didn’t begin until I was about 
40. Doesn’t allergy usually 
show up when you're young? 

_ Doctor Y: Not necessarily. 
Tt can begin at any age. And 
please remember that there 

_ are all kinds of allergy. For 
example, one person may 
break out all over after a 
lobster dinner - - yet he may 
have been eating lobster for 
years without any trouble. 
Another may get an asthmatic 
attack after a few sniffs of 
paint or disinfectant - - or 
even after taking an aspirin 
pul. 

Allergy masquerades under 
many guises. Doctors and 
patients should always be 
suspicious of the presence of 
allergy when symptoms don’t 
seem to fit into the usual pat- 
tern.

Proper 
treatment will follow later. 
WHIP LASH INJURIES 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: Don’t 
you think that there is a ten- 
dency to minimize the import- 
ance of whip lash injuries? - - 
Mr. K.; Florida. 

A: On the streets today it is 
not uncommon to see a per- 
son walking around with neck 
supported by a high collar 
which some doctor has pre- 
scribed. You sit in your car, 
entirely relaxed. and someone 
bumps into you from the rear; 
your head starts flexing and 
extending on your unprepared 
neck muscles - - and the im- 
mediate pain and subsequent 
discomfort is no joke. 

It is frue that in many in- 
stances there is no real, dis- 
turbing damage; no tearing of 
neck ligaments, no fractures 
of neck vertebra. Just a se- 
vere sprain or strain of the 
neck muscles - - which is bad 


enough. 
Whip lash injury should not 
be minimized - - in spite of 


the fact that some few people 
exaggerate their symptoms in 
order to get a larger insurance 
settlement. We should not 
put real sufferers from such 
accidents in the same cate- 
gory- 

I’ve been reading a recent 
report by Drs. S. K- Shapiro 
and F. Torres in the Minnesota 


Medical Journal. They made 
neurologic and electroence- 
phalographic (brain wave) 


studies on 47 patients aged 16 
to 66, All had suffered whip 
Jash injuries due to a car 
smashing into theirs from the 
rear. They found moderate to 
marked abnormalities as 
shown by the tests in 21 pa- 
tients, and mild to minimal 
changes in the others. The 
conclusion seems to be that 
what appear to be apparently 
unimportant  psychoneurotic

A new twist to the “medicine 
man” story came out of To- 
ronto over the weekend. It 
tells how a west end grocery 
store was raided and 200 cases 
of Chinese medicinal wine 
seized. The wine was being 
sold as “medicine” but after 
a raid on another store and 
the subsequent court case, the 
magistrate ruled the selling of 
the wine contravenes the 
Liquor Control! Act. Imported 
from Hong Kong, the wine is 
sold in retail grocery stores - 
Police felt it should be sold im 
liquor stores. “Medicine” 
with a kick in it isn’t a new 
thing on the market, but years 
ago the agents for these pro- 
ducts went about things dif 
ferently and they kept on the 
move. ‘Those were the days 
of the real “medicine men” 
who travelled from town to 
town and village to village.| 
extolling the merits of their 
products. Usually these gents 
had a special vehicle, at first 
horse-drawn, then gas-power- 
ed when the automobile came 
into vogue. They would pull 
into a community, set up shop 
on the spot, sometimes stage 
a little vaudeville performance 
or exhibit a rejuvenated hu- 
man being and extoll the 
merits of the product. After 
the sales pitch, which gener- 
ally attracted a fair crowd, it 
was just a matter of dispens- 
ing the “medicine” - frequently 
a package deal which came to 
a nice round figure like one 
dollar. The “medicine”, 
according to the medicine 
man, would cure just about 
anything and some of the 
customers became so anxious 
to effect a cure that they took 
a swig or two right on the 
spot. Others in the crowd 
could tell it was good by the 
way those taking the cure 
smacked their lips and began 
to brighten up after the first 
swallow or two. From then 
on the medicine man and his 
customary assistant were kept 
on the double passing out 
bottles and raking in dollars.

Chicory - - - 
weed or crop 


Chicory, sometimes called 
wild succory or blue-sailors, is 
a serious weed in Ontario. 
However, in European coun- 
tries, it is actually grown as a 
crop, and the blanched leaves 
used in a salad called “Barbe 
du Capucin”. Chicory leaves 
are sometimes sold in Ameri- 
can markets, although the 
closely related endive is more 
popular. Ground and roasted 
chicory roots are often added 
to coffee and, according to 
some authorities, coffee con- 
taining chicory is more palat- 
able than the pure product. 


Chicory is a very showy 
weed with branched stems and 
bright blue flowers. The stems 
often reach a height of 4 feet, 
are almost leafless, and arise 
from a group of dandelion - 
shaped leaves spread out on 
the ground. The long tap root 
of this perennial makes it dif- 
ficult to control by cultiva- 
tion or mowing. 


According to the Field Crops 
Branch, Ontario Department 
of Agriculture, chicory may 
be controlled by a short crop 
rotation coupled with timely 
2, 4-D spraying. In corn or 
cereal grains, not seeded down 
to clovers or alfalfa, use 8 
ounces of 2, 4-D amine acid per 
acre, when the crop is 6 in- 
ches high. In new seedings 
and mature stands of clovers 
or alfalfa apply 24 ounces of 
2, 4-DB acid per acre. For 
further information, follow 
the manufacturer's instruc- 
tions and refer fo Ontario De- 
partment of Agriculture Publi- 
cation 75, “1961 Chemical 
Weed Control Guide’, avail- 
able from the county Agricul- 
tural Representative.

EDITORIAL.... 


IT’S ONLY A SHORT STORY BUT...-- os 

The story of the increase in traffic fatalities on On- 
tario’s highways 1 the Toronto morning press is only a 
short one but it reflects one thing—the proivnces efforts 
to encourage safer driving are not getting through. Fatal- 
ities have shown a tremendous increase in the first five 
months of this year as opposed to the corresponding per- 
jod a year ago. They haye gone up 26.5 per cent with 415 
people meeting death on the road and in addition, 12,647 
people were injured, a gain of 7.6 per cent. 

This deplorable development calls for a complete Te 
appraisal of efforts being made to encourage safe driving 
It is obvious that the present approach to the problem is 
inadequate, in fact one might be inclined to believe that 
it is entrely ineffective. 


Many people have advocated that the speed of motor 


vehicles be automatically controlled by making it com- 
pulsory to manufacture them with builtin governors. It 
seems that speed is a determining factor in traffic fatali- 
ties and that more than preaching this gospel is going to 
pe necessary to get drivers to lighten the pressure on the 
gas pedal, drive within prescribed limits and otherwise 
keep their vehicle under control at all times. 

Can you think of a better way to slow down the speed- 
ing driver than to condition vehicles so that their maxi 
mum speed corresponds with the maximum speed limit in 
effect in Ontario?

DOUBLE DECK AIRBUS 

An aircraft that can be used as an airbus carrying 
eight cars and 32 passengers at 240 m.p.h., or as an air 
ferry carrying 114 passengers at 270 m.p.h. is being con- 
sidered by the design team at Armstrong Whitworth Air- 
craft, Coventry, England (A. V. Roe Canada Ltd., 170 Uni- 
versity Ave., Toronto). The new development would be 
an advanced version of the proposed AW670 series. 

The original Argosy first flew in January 1959. Both 
civil and military versions (type AW. 650 and AW. 660)) 
are in quantity production for civil operators and the R. 
AF. 

A spokesman for Armstrong Whitworth says that 
two years flying experience with the Argosy 650 series 
has given the designers concrete performance figures on 
which to work. And the “stretch” incorporated into the 
Argosy design from the outset, makes possible a larger 
version of the Argosy retaining its economy of operation 

Design studies of the 670 series indicate that a turn- 
round time of ten minutes is possible. Refuelling points 
on the undercarriage allow the aircraft to be refuelled 
without interference to the cars or passengers; the fuel 
needed for the round trip across the English Channel 
could be transferred, it is thought, in two minutes pump- 
ing time with one refueller. 

The Argosy can be loaded and unloaded easily and 
quickly, using the doors at each end: The starboard row 
of four cars faces forward, and the four on the port side 
faces aft, the drivers’ doors opening onto the gangways 
near the fuselage sides. 

The undercarriage could be quickly converted from 
fixed (for air ferry operations) to retractable (for airbus 
operations).

JUNE 28, 1911 

Bethany—The village’s Hand Fire Pump made its 
comeback Wednesday morning when it was used to pre- 
vent the fire, that destroyed Whiteside’s Bakery from 
spreading to nearby buildings. This pump, discarded a- 
bout 29 years ago as being obsolete was a year ago brought 
from a place of retirement and fitted by the local branch 
of the Women’s Institute with new accessories. Twenty- 
five galvanized buckets also formed part of it new equip- 
ment. Although it has been ready for service for a year, 
within the year no serious fires necessitating its use have 
been had. When the fire alarm was given Wednesday 
morning, the pump was rushed to the scene of the confla- 
gration and in a very few minutes was in operation. Too 
Jate to save the bakery from rapidly consuming flames, 
streams of water from the hose were also directed upon 
the uncomfortably close dwellings. It is the popular 
opinion that if it had not been for the pump these homes 
would have fallen prey to the flames. It therefore proved 
itself to bé a very effecttve agent against the spread of 
fire. 


JUNE 28, 1936

Weeks, T. Stewart, J. Michael, Alex Horn, Dr. Blanchard 
and Dr, White. All withdrew with the exception of Mr. 
Weeks and Begg. A vote on these two gentlemen was 
then taken and Mr. Weeks was selected as candidate.

THE MYSTERY OF 
LABORATORY TESTS 
What is your reaction when 
your doctor says: “We'll have 
to take some laboratory tests’? 
If you are the usual patient, 
you will wonder: what's 
wrong? Is he suspicious of 
something serious? Will they 
take long? Are they painful? 
How much will they cost? 
Being the most interested 
party, you have a right to 
know for your peace of mind, 
if for no other reason. You, 
as the patient. should have a 
pretty clear idea of the pur- 
pose of the tests. Your doctor 
should tell you what he is 
looking for, and why. 
For example, if he is order- 
ing what we sometimes call 
“routine examinations” (urine 
exams for sugar and albumin 
and casts; hemaglobin, red and 
white blood cell counts; a 
Wasserman test; blood sugar 
and cholesterol examinations): 
you won’t be unduly frighten- 
ed by all the rigamarole if he 
explains that he doesn’t sus- 
{pect anything bad - - he just 
wants to rule out the possibili- 
ty of illness. 
Many patients tell me they 
have been scared to death by 
tests because they went in 
without any briefing by their 
doctor. One thought she was 
being electrocuted while tak- 
ing an electrocardiogram for 
the first time. Another thought 
she was being put to sleep 
during a basal metabolism test. 
One man felt quite undignified 
when an X-ray doctor's assis- 
tant set him back for a barium 
enema, Another almost faint- 
ed when a nurse brought out 
a few feet of stomach tubing 
and said, “Swallow this.” 
Your doctor usually will be 
willing to give you generous 
information about the labora- 
tory tests. And will gladly 
discuss fees if you show con- 
cern about expenses.

CHRONIC COUGH 

When a smoker gets a 
cough which lasts more than 
a few weeks he invariably says: 
“It must be a cigarette cough.” 
In many cases, true. But un- 
less thoroughly investigated, 
the cigarette smoke may be 
a smoke screen for something 
more serious: like tuberculosis, 
cancer, severe emphysema, 
heart disease - - and dozens of 
other conditions. 


What surprises me is that 
the inveterate smoker will con- 
tinue to smoke heavily even if 
he has a chronic cough that 
almost tears him apart. He 
Says it’s due to cigarettes, but 
hasn’t the sense or the will 
power to drop his cigarettes 
oY a trash barrel and swear 
off. 


The other day I sat in a 
public gathering next to a man 
in his mid-sixties who was 
puffing on one cigarette after 
another. Without exaggeration| 
he went into a prolonged fit 
of coughing after every se- 
cond or third puff’- - but hel 
kept on smoking.

A speech expert claims baby 
talk habits thrive on family 


applause. Mrs. Dorothy Uris 
gives the example of a toddler 
named Tom, who tells his 
mother: “I thaw a rabbit.” The 
cute talk makes Tom’s mother 
chuckle. 

“Where did you thee it?” 
she asks. Now if 20 years 
later, Tom still lisps, his mom 
shouldn’t be surprised. Mrs. 
Uris says babies learn bad 
speech habits because they re- 
ceive the emotional gratifi- 
cation of family approval. “As 
the years go by,” she says, 
“The baby - sound substitu- 
tions become fixed in the 
speech personality,” 

CRUSADING 

Mrs. Uris is crusading a- 
gainst lisping in childhood 
because she’s concerned about 
good speech habits in adult 
hood, As she sees it, you 
can’t promote lisping in child- 
yen and expect them to have 
good speech habits as adults. 
“After childhood,” says Mrs. 
Uris, “retraining of muscles 
which require a new coordin- 
ation of tongue, lip and teeth 
can be quite difficult” She 
explains that adults often chng 
to baby talk because it reminds 
them of the doting approval 
these sounds produced when 
the family gathered around the 
playpen.

She 
tries to remind parents that 
the roots of speech are in the 
family - - - and that after a 
child’s fifth birthday, his basic 
speech pattern is set. To help 
infants develop sensitivity for 
meaningful sounds, the speech 
expert suggests using a tape 
recorder, “The more sounds 
the better,” she says. “It’s a 
good idea to put on tape the 
ringing of the phone, sirens 
screaming down the street and 
the sounds of airplanes.” 
HOMEMADE EFFECTS 
She also suggests recording 
homemade sound effects such 
as the tinkling of glass, the 
clang of metal and the thud of 
wood. Mrs. Uris suggests us- 
ing such tapes to exercise 
baby’s ears becauSe she be- 
lieves the more a child per- 
ceives the differing qualities 
of sound, the more flexible will 
be his voice production in 
speaking and singing. <A 
“don’t” in teaching new words 
is--- dont spout steady 
streams of super-rapid and 
often shrill talk. 
WORDS WITH OBJECTS 
And lastly, Mrs. Uris sug- 
gests associating new words 
with objects the child can see. 
Let him touch and feel them 
whenever possible,” she says, 
“As this coordination of the 
senses becomes a total experi- 
ence for the child.’ 
HOUSEHOLD HINT 
For getting rid of fresh 
stains reSulting from catsup, 
mustard, berries and grass, 
laundry experts recommend 
dabbing or pressing the stain- 
ed area of washable fabrics 
with cloth soaked in soap and 
water. Rubbing the stain - - 
instead of dabbing and pres- 
sing - - may cause it to spread.

General Phoumi Nosavan, strongman of 
the Loyalist government of Prince Boun Oum, is flying to 
Washington from the Geneva peace talks to confer with 
U-S Secretary of State Rusk and Special U-S envoy Aver- 
ell Harriman. Rebel leader Prince Souphanouvong has 
left for Moscow and Peiping before, returning to South- 
east Asia. Both men are seeking support in the power 
struggle for the tiny nation. 
REFUSE TO CONFIRM OR DENY 

Reliable sources in Paris say President De Gaulle is 
ready to allow American nuclear bombers to be stationed 
in France again. But the sources say De Gaulle will still 
insist on France sharing control over use of any atomic 
weapons carried by such bombers. French government 
officials refused to confirm or deny the reports. 
HEARINGS RESUMED TODAY 

Public hearings of the U-S Maritime strike will be 
resumed today by President Kennedy’s fact-finding team. 
Their report is due on the president’s desk by Friday. On 
the basis of that report, Kennedy is expected to seek an 
80-day back-to-work order against the striking seamen. 
Last night, at an off-the-record session the board tried to 
induce the shipowners and unionists to return to the barg- 
aining table. 
NEW ROUND OF TALKS 

For the first time since 1958, U-S Auto Makers will 
sit down with the United Auto Workers in a new round of 
contract talks. General Motors opens the bargaining to- 
day, followed by Ford tomorrow and Chrysler on Friday. 
But auto men say they don’t know what the demands of 
U-A-W chief Walter Reuther will be, and Reuther says 
only that he will be tough but flexible. 
WILL INVITE THEM TO HIS GFFICE 

A group of integrationists is planning a trip to Dear- 
born, Michigan, and Mayor Orville Hubbard says he will 
invite them to his office for tea when they arrive. The 
group says it will test alleged segregation of some down- 
town restaurants in the nearly all-white city. However, 
Hubbard brushes aside charges of racial bias, says there 
is no discrimination in his city.

Chemicals guard 
packaged foods 


By treating packages with 
an insecticide, you can protect 


cereal foods from insects 
during the normal storage 
periods. 


That's the advice of F. L- 
Watters of the Canada De- 
partment of  Agriculture’s 
Winnipeg research station. 

He points out that packaged 
foods need protection since 
they may be shipped in in- 
fested trucks or stored in 
infected’ warehouses. Insects 
can easily penetrate packages 
through the closures and 
seams, and some can even 
drill holes through the sides 
of containers. 

In tests at Winnipeg, treat- 
ing the closures at the tops 
and bottoms of paper sacks 
with an insecticide protected 
flour from insects for more 
than seyen months. The in- 
secticide, a mixture of pyre- 
thrins and piperonyl butoxide, 
is one of the safest available. 

The food does not come into 
contact with the insecticide 
and so does not become taint-

ment of Agriculture in Ottawa, 
18 Holsteins gave lower re- 
turns over feed costs than did 
17 Shorthorns (the highest) 
and 14 Shorthorn - Holstein 
crosses. But according to 
CDA’s W. A. Jordan, the re- 
turns were Satisfactory and 
the Holstein compared well 
with its two competitors in the 
tests. 

Half of the calves in each of 
the three groups were suckled, 
the others pail-fed on whole 
milk for the first nine weeks 
of the test. 

The suckled calves had ac- 
cess to a creek from mid- 
summer until weaning in the 
fall. After the first nine 
weeks the pail-fed calves were 
fed meal and hay until mid- 
summer, then put on after- 
math and given all the meal 
they would eat. 

In late fall all calves were 
fed a fattening ration of 
silage, hay and grain, and the 
following spring were slaugh- 
tered as they reached market 
finish. 

Average gain of the Hol- 
steins and crossbreds was 
1,72 pounds daily from birth to 
market, and for the Short- 
horns 1.65 pounds. During the 
winter fattening period the 
Holsteins ate 9 pounds of 
grain daily, the Shorthorns 8.5 
and the crossbreds 8.1. In 
spite of the extra grain con- 
sumed by them, the Holsteins 
had the poorest type and 
quality of carcass as they 
tended to grow and develop 
instead of putting on fat- 

Holstein carcasses graded 
34 per cent Standard and 66 
per cent Commercial Short- 
horns 6 per cent Red, 23 per 
cent Blue, and 18 per cent 
Standard and 53 per cent Com- 
mercial. The crossbreds’ 
grades were intermediate. 

Average cold carcass weights

THEY'RE GOING THERE 


TO SEE THE RACES... 
There seems to be a mistaken idea abroad that the 


' people who are going to be attending the races at Mosport, 
the new auto racing track south of Lindsay, are going 
fo be particularly interested in reading advertisements. 
The subject has occupied considerable of Lindsay Coun- 
cil’s time lately and resulted in at least two members get- 
ting a “combing out” editorially for their lack of enthus- 


jasm about advertising Lindsay in a special newspaper edi- 
tion being published for distribution at the track, 

We must align ourselves on council's side in this in- 
stance because we firmly believe the people who are 
going to be at Mosport on Saturday are going there to see 
the races and not read advertisements. We doubt very 
much if more than the odd piece of any advertising ma- 
terial distributed at the track will get beyond the gates 
of Mosport and we suspect most of it will be found on the 
grounds after the crowd has departed, much of it unread. 

If attention is to be called to Lindsay at, or in the vic- 
inity of, Mosport, we believe something of a more perm- 
anent and prominent nature is required. This could take 
different forms depending on the factors involved. This 
may be a matter for the Chamber of Commerce and the 
Lake Ontario Development Association (of which Lindsay 
is a member) to get together on. Perhaps LODA with 
its greater resources, may see fit to set up a booth on the 
grounds and the whole tourist area to the north could 

- benefit. But whatever is done should not be on a pro- 
motion-for-private-gain basis—it should be entered into 
with one thing and one thing only in mind—the serving 
of the community’s best interests. That way it is bound 
to succeed and maximum results will be obtained. 
THE PLIGHT OF THE ARSENAL 

The hopes of people who depend on the Canadian 
Arsenals Ltd. plant at Lindsay for employment were 
raised somewhat on Friday with the announcement 
that there is a prospect of more jobs being available 
there shortly. The situation at the arsenal has been 
anything but promising for years with production 
becoming almost negligible during recent months 
when layoffs have been more or less continuous in the 
plant. 

Lindsay’s arsenal has always been a favorite sub- 
ject for discussion by candidates seeking election to 
the federal parliament. They usually promise to keep 
the place operating and to maintain a high level of 
employment. In recent years this hasn't heen so easy 
to do. One of the main factors affecting the orders 
available to the arsenal here has probably been the 
changing armament needs of the nation, plus tho fact 
that it is general conceded that privately- owned com- 
panies are competing strenuously and at prices which 
are below those of the arsenal chain. And then, of 
course, there is no major shooting war on at the 
moment, 

While Mr. Hodgson’s news is encouraging and he 
is to be commended for trying to pump some life into 
the arsenal’s production lines, there is still a per- 
sistent school of thought which holds the plant could 
be converted to producing peacetime products which 
would be in greater demand than shells. There may be 
perfectly valid reasons why this is not practical but so 
far the public hasn’t heard a good explanation as to 
why this well-built plant should flounder along during 
peacetime years when other types of industry are in 
process of expansion. 

THE SEPARATE SCHOOL IS APPARENTLY 
GOING TO PROVIDE RESULTS..... 

With no word to the contrary, it seems entirely likely 
that St..Mary’s Separate School in Lindsay is again going 
~to make its examination results available to the press. The 
same expectation prevails in the case of St. Joseph's 
Academy. 

We previously took exception to the Lindsay Public 
School Board’s decision to withhold the results of exam- 
inations (June promotion lists) from the press. After a 
lapse of several days from the time of the original an- 
nouncement, we can still find nothing to justify the 
board’s action. To us it looks simply like a case of a 
board deciding, on the advice of a minority group, to 
forego custom and avoid a little extra work. Frankly, 
we are not at all sure that the action is yalid—Are not the 
affairs of our public schools public? Can a board, at the 
instigation of a segment of the teaching profession legally 
withhold June promotion lists? To simply state that it is 
“redundant” to publish the lists of promoted students is 
not a satisfying reason for refusing to make them avail- 
able to the press. One of the meanings of the word “re- 
dundant” given by Webster’s Dictionary is: “Exceeding 
what is natural, usual or necessary.” We believe this 
sums up the action taken by the school board—it is exceed- 
ing what is natural or usual. It is the most natural thing 
in the world to anticipate the publication of public school 
promotions at the end of the term,

INVOLVING THE BANK IN POLITICS 

The truly disturbing aspect of the government's 
handling of its demand that James E. Coyne, Governor 
of the Bank of Canada, resign his position with only six 
months left to his term of office, is the involvement of the 
bank in politics. ‘There is no question but that a political 
direction can be exercised over the bank. It is done by 
the choice of appointees. But the appointment having 
been made, the bank properly remains apart from gov- 
ernment. 

The circumstances which now have risen mean 
that this apartness will not be easily restored. Mr. Coyne 
is to be fired because he is presumed to oppose the meas- 
ures which the government has yet to introduce. His suc- 
cessor, presumably, will be an appointee who will be 
friendly to those measures. Will it then follow that with 
every change in the government's direction, the governor 
of the central bank must change too? That is what is im- 
plied. 

What then becomes of the independence of the cent- 
ral bank, the independence which is its dearest possession? 
What then becomes of its integrity? No matter to what 
extent it may still possess it, in the mind of the public, it 
has become, or been made into, a political tool. This 
assessment must similarly apply to the foreign view of the 
bank. ‘The implication for the dollar's value, for the at- 
traction to the foreign investor, for the acceptance of Can- 
adian securities are disturbing. 

There is considerable evidence, in the manner in 
which Mr. Coyne was approached with the resignation de- 
mand, that the federal cabinet was simply not aware of the 
importance of keeping the bank out of politics. This 
weakness has been apparent in other approaches to econ- 
omic issues by the cabinet. There does not appear to be, 
except by Mr. Fleming, any sure appreciation of the im- 
portance of the bank at least seeming to possess its full 
independence. 

In the absence of that appearance, the public has 
good reason to ask what protection remains against the 
completely political manipulation of the national currency. 
The whole basis of the bank’s position is to provide 
guarantees against the political operation of the printing 
press. Once it is felt that this guarantee has been sur- 
rendered—and there will be grounds for such belief no 
matter who succeeds Mr. Coyne — the bank's position be- 
comes intolerable. —The Financial Times.

It is a fine recommendation, too, to know wherever they 
may go they will be remembered with warmth and by the 
students, perhaps in later years by a bit of nostalgia for 
the good times they had together. 

To the students we offer only one wish. We hope 
you made it! Should you be among the graduating class, 
do give serious consideration to continuing your educa- 
tion. Canada is in great need of the services bright, in- 
telligent young men and women can provide. And to 
those who find they have just missed making the grade, 
we urge you go back in the fall with renewed vim and de- 
termination to succeed. And succeed you can if you will 
but apply yourself. 

But now the school doors are gradually drawing close 
and ahead stretches the soft, somnolent, sunlit months of 
summer. So, happy holidays everyone.

The Stationery Office in London, or to give it its 
full name, Her Majesty’s Stationery Office, is the 
largest publisher in the world. A, H. MacDonald gave 
an idea of the vast range of its work when he spoke 
in the BBO’s Caribbean Service recently about the tra- 
yelling exhibitions which are touring the West Indies, 
India and West Germany. last year the Stationery 
Office published over five thousand titles, and in atte 
dition its presses turn out such things as insurance 
Stamps, passports, and about seventy million postal 
orders a month. 

The Stationery Office also prints and publishes 
‘The London Gazette’, the oldest newspaper in the 
world’, Mr. MacDonald said. ‘It was founded in 1665 
to carry official announcements when King Charles II 
and his Court, because of the Great Plague of London, 
had moved for a year to Oxford. In the following year, 
1666, the ‘London Gazette’ printed the only contempor- 
ary records of the Great Fire which destroyed half 
London, 

“Since then, the ‘London Gazette’ has appeared 
without a break for almost three hundred years and 
at one historic period in its career was the most im- 
portant newspaper in Britain. Nowadays, in rather a 
different form, it makes its appearance twice a week 
still the medium for official announcement and feral 
notices.” —BBC London Letter.

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“Become more pro-union, 
Burt urges Ontario 


Labour head 


vo:ces plea 
at Lindsay 


Ontario's Conservative go- 
vernment should become more 
pro - trade union - Such is the 
belief of George Burt, Cana: 
dian Director of the United) 
Auto Workers Union and vice: 
president of the Canadian 
Labour Congress. Mr. Burt 
expressed this conviction 
when he addressed a public 
meeting sponsored by Local) 
884, UAW at the Canadian 
Legion Hall in Lindsay last 
week. 

Opening his remarks on} 
this theme, Mr. Burt said he 
realized he was in a Conserva 
tive riding that this was| 
Premier Frost's town, but “1 
would like to suggest that the 
Conservative government be: 
come more pro-trade union.” 

Mr. Burt also suggested that 
a greater effort must be placed 
on instruction of younger) 
workers as the purpose of a 
trade union moyement- 

In the course of his talk, Mr. 
Burt gave a brief history of 
strike calls. He stated that 
the first strike was in 1937, 
and that it was called because 
the workers wanted some sort 
of collective bargaining with 
their employers. He suggested 
that across the table talks 
between employer and em- 
plovee is the only way to 
settle disputes. The purpose 
of a union is to prevent the 
employer from firing a man 
whenever he feels like it. In 
other words, a union is set 
up so that any man knows that 
he will have a job when he 
leaves for work in the morn 


ing. 
Labour Unions, he said, got 
their real start in Canada 


during the Second World War 
and have gained steadily since| 
that time. At that time the 
workers started to fight for 
the right to bargain with the 
employer. After the war, 
when plants tried to lay off 
older men, they found that 
the union had become very 
strong and that all those who 
had been in the plants during 
the war were protected by the 


seniority regulation. | 


Mr. Burt went on to state 
that the provincial govern- 
ment then passed a bill which 
recognized Labour Unions in 
the Labour Court Act. This 
gave the workers the right to} 
sit down with their employer} 
and discuss the problems at 
hand. Then came the Concili- 
ation Act which required a 
cooling off period and has put 
a cramp in the working ma- 
chinery of the unions. 

One of the main facts that 
Mr. Burt stressed was that the 
politicians are trying to keep 
the farmers and plant workers 
apart. He asked if the govern- 
ment was under the thumb of 
“big business” and were afraid| 
to throw off the chains. 

One of his main complaints 
vas that out of $33.6 million 
ki surplus at Ford Motor last 
ee this entire sum went as} 
onuses to the officials of the} 
lant when it could have been 
Kpent across the board to give 
he workers a 15-cent-an-hour 
nerease in pay.

Mr. Burt stressed the fact 
that the UAW doesn't like 
strikes, but that sometimes 
there is no alternative because 
of the failure of the manage- 
ment to sit down with union 
officials and bargain. 

Mr. Burt suggested a solu- 


tion to the unemployment 
problem. He said that in 
Sweden the unemployment 


situation is less than 2 percent 
and this was because the 
government makes it its busi- 
ness to stop unemployment 
before it gets started by giving 
money into an area where it 
is needed. 

His final objection was the 
fact that the governments 
would not allow the unions to 


;send representatives for the 


New Party to a convention in 
Ottawa. He said that in cer- 
tain provinces, legislation has 
been passed to preyent any 
money being spent in order to 
send a representative. He 
stated that labour should be 
represented from constituency, 
provincial and federal levels. 

In closing, Mr. Burt thank- 
ed all those who attended the 
meeting and those concerned 
in arranging the meeting and 
said that the country is facing 
the most serious time in its 
history. 

Ivan Irvine, President of 
Local 884, UAW at Lindsay 
gave a short opening address 
in which he stated that in the 
past year and a half workers 
have gained so that they will 
have a job and won't be 
thrown out of work because 
the management feels like cut-

Bread prices 
to go up, 
blame budget 


An increase in the price of 
bread has become inevitable 
as a result of last week’s drop 
in the exchange value of the 
Canadian dollar, Joseph P. C. 
Conrad, newly elected presi- 
dent of General Bakeries Ltd., 
said yesterday- 

The statement was the first 
indication consumers have had 
that the price of a widely used 
consumer product would rise 
because of Finance Minister 
Donald Fleming’s budget. 

Mr. Conrad, who was named 
president yesterday. did not 
say what the increase might 
be or when it would go into 
effect. The retail cost of a 
one-pound loaf of bread now 
ranges from 18 to 24 cents. 

The price of flour rose 25 
cents a bag Wednesday, he 
said, equal to an extra cost of 
one-quarter of a cent per loaf. 
This increases the pressure 
for higher retail prices and 
makes an increase inevitable 
he tcld his firm’s annual meet- 
ing. 

The cost of wheat rose 5 
cents a bushel Wédnesday to 
$1.74%%. World wheat prices 
are generally set in U.S. dol- 
lars, and a strengthening U.S. 
dollar in terms of Canadian 
money means higher wheat 
prices in Canadian dollars. 

The price charged bakers by 
a large Toronto milling firm 
for flour rose yesterday to 
$5.35 for a 100-pound bag from 
$5.10 Wednesday. Flour firms 
buy wheat on a day-to-day 
| basis and have to increase the 
cost of flour when wheat prices 
climb a spokesman for the 
firm said.

Opposition to kéeping the 
evel of waters in Haliburton 
irea reservoir lakes up will be 
xxpressed in Ottawa Fri- 
jay. A delegation of civic 
sfficials from that city is going 
‘o the capital to voice oppo- 
ition to a bid by the Halibur- 
on Highlands Chamber of 
Sommerce to have water in 
the lakes maintained at a 
nigher level.

An application for a charter 
air flight licence made by 
Doug Watson, owner of Gil- 
Mar Lodge near Dunsford, 
may be the start of increased 
interest in an air service for 
Lindsay.
